conference report on the Five 
I ribe8 bill was adopted in the 
Senate Thursday by a vote of 41 
to ll. 
There was no discussion. 
All of those voting no are Demo­ 
crats, and most of those who vo­ 
ted that way did so as a courtesy 
to Mr. Tillman, who had made a 
hard light against the report. 
The report will be adopted by 
the House, though M r. Lacey of 
Iowa may offer some opposition 
to the agreement relating to the 
coal lands. 
Then the bill will 
need only the signature of the 
President to make it a law. 
Congress has seldom had so 
much trouble with any meaure as 
it has had with this. 
Senator 
Teller remarked yesterday that 
he did not recall a bill during his 
long experience that had called 
for so much patient labor. 
The 
subject is one that ha* a multi* 
plicity of phases, and as the bill 
deals with the property of men 
who are regarded as both wards 
and citizens, it is one that m ust 
be close-woven to keep out the 
fingers of grafters

THE VICINITY OF VESUVIUS 
IS AN INCINERATED WASTE 


Naples, April 13 —While the 
news from Mount Vesuvius is 
reassuring, the conditions here 
are such as to make it difficult to 
realize that conditions are actual­ 
ly better. 
The wind is blowing 
from the volcano in the direction 
of j£Taples. carrying the ashes in 
thib direction. 
Toward evening 
the fall of ashes and cinders was 
worse than at any time since the 
eruption began. 
F rom 
the 
observatory 
of 
Mount Vesuvius, where Dr. Mat- 
teucci is continuing his work, the 
ecene is one of great impressive­ 
ness. 
To reach the observatory 
one must walk for miles 
over 
hardened but hot lava covered 
with sand until he comes to a 
point whence nothing can be seen 
hub vast gray ashes. 
Above the 
heavens are gray like the earth 


and beneath it seems hard and 
immovable. 
In 
all this wast® 
there is no sign of life or vegeta­ 
tion and no sound is heard except 
the low rumbling of the volcano* 
Every day gives new evidence 
of the magnitude of the catas­ 
trophe. Yesterday’s visit of King 
Emmanuel to Ottajana revealed 
new tragedies. 
At certain points 
His Majesty was obliged to aban­ 
don his motor car and went for­ 
ward on horseback amid constant 
danger. 
In the presence of the 
King 129 more bodies were extri­ 
cated from the ruins. 
The dead 
at Ottajftno are said to number 
550.

Naples, April 13 —While the 


news from Mount Vesuvius is 
reassuring, the conditions here 
are such as to make it difficult to 
realize thai conditions are actual- 
ly better. The wind is blowing 
from the volcano in the direction 
of ^ftj^ples. carrying the ashes in 
thl» direction. Toward evening 
the fall of ashes and cinders was 
worse than at any time since the 
eruption began. 


From 
the 
observatory of 


Mount Vesuvius, where Dr. Mat- 
teucci is continuing his work, the 
«cene is one of great impressive- 
ness. To reach the observatory 
one must walk for miles over 
hardened but hot lava covered 
with sand until he comes to a 
point whence nothing can be seen 
bub vast gray ashes. Above the j 
heavens are gray like the earth 


and beneath it seems hard am 
immovable. 
In all this waste 


there is no sign of life or vegeta- 
tion and no sound is heard except 
the low rumbling of the volcano. 


Every day gives new evidence 


of the magnitude of the catas- 
trophe. Yesterday's visit of King 
Emmanuel to Ottajana revealed 
new tragedies. At certain points 
His Majesty was obliged to aban- 
don bis motor car and went for 
ward on horseback amid constant 
danger. In the presence of the 
King 129 more bodies were extri- 
cated from the ruins. The dead 
at Ottajano are said to number 
550.

immovable.

there is no sign of life or vegeta- 
tion and no sound is heard except 
the low rumbling of the volcano.

of the magnitude of the catas- 
tropbe. Yesterday's visit of King 
Emmanuel to Ottajana revealed 
new tragedies. At certain points 
His Majesty was obliged to aban- 
don bis motor car and went for- 
ward on horseback amid constant 
danger. In the presence of the 
King 129 more bodies were extri- 
cated from the ruins. The dead 
at Ottajano are said to number 
550.

EARLY. 


Be 
The Principal Cause Is Said' to 


• Excessive Nervous Expendi- 


ture in- Practice. 


The diseases which claim the moat 


victims among, physicians relatively to 
all males are gout and diabetes, and 
there is a high relative mortality from 
diseases of the nervous system, circula- 
tory system and kidneys, says American 
Medicine. 


From, the nature of his habits the 


physician Is not subject to accidents, 
and, though he is brought into contact 
with infection to a greater extent than 
other men, his preventive means are suc- 
cessful and his mortality from infection 
is very low. Freedom from 'prolonged 
muscular strains and high blood ten- 
sion apparently saves him from arterio- 
sclerosis, but suicide claims many, and 
so do the drug habits acquired by the 
nervously exhausted, it has been sale 
that three-fourths of French morphine 
users are physicians. 


The cause of the physician's early 


death is evidently the excessive nervous 
expenditure, insufficient rest and defer 
tive nutrition, inseparable from his call 
ing, with Its broken and restricted sleep 
Irregular hours of work, rest and meals 
the worry when lives depend tipon bis 
judgment and the lack,of a day of com 
plete relaxation in each week.

physician who sees his patients ever} 
day in the week, month after month 
and cannot learn to forget th«m when 
he goes home, merely burns the candle 
at both ends. He violates the lav, 
obeyed by every other animal, that there 
shall be short perloi's of moderate exer 
tion interrupted by longer periods o: 
rest when repairs are made. It is not too 
much work as a rule, but scattered work 
wb'ich prevents rest.

HOT CURRANT LOAF. 


For luncheon nothing Is nicer tban a 


hot currant loaf. It is also cheap, a de- 
sideratum. One teaspoonful of butter, 
one cup of sugar, one egg, a little over 
a bnlf-cup of milk, one and one-half 
cups of flour, one teaspoonful of baking 
powder. When wetl mixed, add three- 
quarters of a cup of currants lightly 
dusted with flour. Bake in a loaf. 


POTATO PUFFS. 


Potato puffs are a particularly light, 


flaky sort or rusk. Boll and mash one 
quart of chopped potatoes, add n cup 
of milk, two beaten eggs, a tablespoon- 
ful of lard or butter, a teaspoonful of 
salt, one cup of sugar, one-half a yeast 
cake and flour enough to make a thin 
batter. 
When light, make up like 


bread dough. Let rise, then make into 
rolls. 
When these are very light, 


bake in a moderate oven. 
Set the 


sponge somewhat before noon if the 
rolls are wished for tea, 


BOUDINS. 


Chop cold cooked poultry very fine; 


add to each pint a scant teaspoonful of 
salt, a dash of cayenne and one table- 
spoonful of chopped parsley. Put in 
a 
saucepan 
one 
tablespoonful of 


chopped parsley. 
Put in a saucepan 


one tablespoonful of butter, one gill of 
stock, two tablespoonfuls stale bread 
crumbs, stir until boiling and then add 
the meat. Take from the fire and add 
two well beaten eggs; fill small grea«ed 
molds, stand in hot water and cook in 
the oven fifteen minutes. Serve with 
cream sauce made of rich milk thick- 
ened to consistency of cream.

RAISIN BREAD. 


Given 
time to make 
preparation 


ahead, raisin bread forms an excellent 
substitute for cake, and is also desir- 
able for school lunches. Make a sponge 
at night of one quart of milk, boiled 
and cooled—water will answer if more 
shortening is used—a tablespoonful of 
lard added to the warm milk. When 
cool, stir hi two beaten eggs>, three- 
quarters of a pound of sugar, flour 
enough to make a soft batter, and a 
yeast cake. In the morning add a 
tablespoonful of salt, two pounds of 
seedless raisins nnd flour to make a 
dough. 
When risen, mold Into four 


loaves, sprinkle cinnamon over the 
tops, let get very light and bake one 
hour in a moderate oven 
Cut in slices 


when cold. Good while a crumb of it 
lasts.

A GRADUATE. 


Dishes which are to be frozen need

In molding fancy jellies brush the 


inside of the mold with white of egg 
and the jelly will turn out easily. 


Don't use ft galvanized iron squeezer. 


When brought into contact with the 
lemon juice it forms a poisonous salt. 


A few pieces of horseradish root will 


prevent mold from forming on top of 
the liquid in which pickles are kept. 


In all pickling and preserving, use 


only granite ware or porcelain-lined 
kettles. All metals are liable to be 
dangerously attacked by acids. 


The colder eggs are the quicker they 


will froth. 
White of eggs may be 


beaten to a stiff froth by an open win- 
dow when it would be impossible"* in 
a steamy kitchen. 


To scale fish easily ponr on hot water 


slowly till tbe scales curl, then scrape 
quickly. "Wash In several waters, hav- 
ing tbe last cold and well salted so no 
slime will be left. 


When making gravy remove the pan 


from tbe fire while tbe thickening is 
being stirred in, and when smooth re- 
turn to th« toe to cook. Tbe method 
prevent* tumps formUig.
